During High School he 
played football and was 
Captain of the 1938 team, 
and also participated in 
Basketball and Baseball.

Rich grew up In East 
Jordan, as did his wife, 
Wava and their two chil- 
dren, Darcie and Matthew. 
When he graduated from 
high school, he learned 
that he seemed to have two 
fields of interest, account- 
ing and art. He then at- 
tended North Central 
Michigan College, took an 
accounting course, which 
he did not like, so switched 
to Kendall College of Art & 
Design in Grand Rapids 
and that set the course for 
his career. 

By the way, not only is 
Rich’s family from East 
Jordan, so is Wava’s. Her 
dad, Ray Olson, was one of 
seven and so they are re- 
lated to a great many in 
the area. 

After college, Rich 
joined Mitchell Graphics, a 
family owned company in 
Petoskey. He retired about 
10 years ago, after 38 years 
with the company. He ini- 
tially began as art director, 
then became responsible 
for quality control and 
quality standards. 

Once retired, he knew 
he had to keep busy and he 
has been volunteering for 
numerous worthy projects 
ever since.

Glen left the European The- 


ater on November 3, 1945 
arriving back to the States 
on November 14, 1945 hav- 
ing served 11 months 24 
days overseas duty.

Sheridan 
Illinois he was given an 
Honorable Discharge and 
awarded these decorations:

What is your opinion on 
the courses that are avail- 
able?” And then he will 
ask for their suggestions. 

As a result of these con- 
versations, the dean has 
made significant changes, 
such as creating new ma- 
jors and minors. 

This is very impressive 
to me. Hosting regular op- 
portunities for students to 
speak up, and then really 
listening to them and mak- 
ing changes. 

This is one of the most 
competitive colleges in the 
country! 

The same is true in busi- 
ness, certainly! If we want 
something improved, ask 
the people who are doing 
that work. The best ideas 
are bottom up ideas — our 
people know what needs to 
be improved and, most 
likely, how best to accom- 
plish that. 

Talso heard some great 
stories at this reception. A 
successful businesswoman 
shared that her father had 
advised her to work in re- 
tail, a service industry, 
during the summer when 


she was a teenager. She 
told me that what she 
gained from retail work 
has served her well in her 
business and in living her 
life.

ANNUAL MACKINAC BRIDGE 
WALK 


The Mackinac Bridge 
Walk has been an annual 
event since 1958 and this 
year’s walk marks the 65th 
event. Between 20,000 and 
30,000 people have partici- 
pated in the walk in recent 
years. 

The Mackinac Bridge 
opened to traffic in 1957 to 
connect Michigan’s Upper 
and Lower peninsulas. In 
1923, the State Highway De- 
partment started a ferry 
service in response to de- 
mand for transportation be- 
tween the two peninsulas. 
After their launch, the fer- 
ries became popular and 
eventually could not keep 
up with demand. The Mack- 
inac Bridge Authority was 
appointed in 1950 to explore 
methods of constructing a 
bridge. At nearly 5 miles 
long, the Mighty Mac is the 
longest suspension bridge 
in the western hemisphere 
and the fifth longest suspen- 
sion bridge in the world.

CONSIDER THE 
PROS AND 
CONS TO EACH 


As you embark on your 
venture to buy a home, one 
of the first decisions to 
make is whether to buy 
new or purchase an exist- 
ing home.
